Veterans Of Foreign Wars. Behind 
Proposed Measure. Said To Have 
Many Votes Pledged 


COSTS STATE OVER 20 MILLION

It probably will be drawn u p by 
the v eteran s of foreign wars. 
The Ohio bill called for 
a 
cash 
pay men t of $10 a mon th to the world 
war v eteran s for each mon th he ser­ 
v ed after April 6, 19 17 , bu t n ot to 
ex ceed $250. 
It was estimated rou ghly that su ch 
bon u s wou ld cost the state between 
twen ty an d twen ty -fiv e million dol­ 
lars. There are 137 ,000 
ex -serv ice 
men in In dian a who wou ld be eligi­ 
ble for compen sation . 
Accordin g to Arthu r Gresham post 
adju tan t of the v eteran s of foreign 
wars, who sen t a qu estion aire to all 
members of the legislatu re, askin g 
their su pport on the bill, he has re­ 
ceiv ed a large n u mber of pledges. 
Charles Kettleborou gh, director of 
the state legislatu re referen ce bu r­ 
eau , is waitin g word from Gresham 
to start draftin g the bill.

Instantanously the Klan became a 
st< iii! center in New York. 
While 
iahi is officials and others denounced 
it, s »we ministers defended the or- 
g: nlration from the pulpit in Sun­ 
day services. 


Rabbi Wise, noted speaker, con­ 
demned the order as “in the phase 
t»t a world wide sem eitim ovem ent. 
Kolkard in an interview answering 
c ritic s , declared that the Klan, stand­ 
ing against 
oirtli control, feminism 
and crime, for the prohibition law 
in America, would eventually become 
world w ide.

is that the large proportion have 
had only two years of college train­ 
ing or less. 
The training of school 
principals was more 
satisfactory 
than that of teachers, yet the com­ 
mission fou nd that a large proportion 
of these local edu cational leaders 
had little training. 
“A large proportion of the Indiana 
teachers, especially of ru ral end el­ 
ementary s c h o o ls ,” declared the c o m ­ 
mission,, “are u nprepared for their 
work , and the teaching body, 
as a 
whole is u nstable; that is, a large 
proportion teach a few years only 
and then qu it.*’ 
Low 
salaries, the 
report 
said, 
partly accou nt 
for 
the 
general- 
mstaoility 
of the teaching 
body. 
Halt of the elementary teachers get 
it s*' than $9 66 a year and half get 
more. 
Only 43 ou t of 13,051 get 
$2000 of more; and 4,301 of 30 per 
cent get $800 and 849 , the lowest 
wage the law permits. 
The median 
salary of the elementary teachers in 
the eities is $1,305 ac compared with 
$9 03 in the towns, and $9 47 in the 
townships. 
“Low as these salaries are,’’ said 
the commission, “they arc probably 
higher than they shou ld be in view 
of the u nsatisfactory training of the 
teachers.” 
However, the commission advised 
that instead of redu cing salaries that 
the miniu mu m training standard he 
increased from 12 to 30 week s, which 
it was pointed ou t wou ld produ ce 
better equ ipped teachers. 
High school teachers were fou nd 
to have a median salary of $1,450 in 
Indiana as compared with $1,087 for 
the cou nty at large, bu t from 
the 
point of professional preparation, the 
commission 
said 
these 
Indiana 
teacher# are well paid. 
Fu rther, 
the 
commission 
fou nd 
that the state does not reward ap­ 
propriately either training 
or 
ex­ 
perience, citing that its investiga­ 
tio n showed that persons, who had 
devoted 20 years to school instru c­ 
tion, were now reeenving abou t $10 
a yea rmore for efficiency gained by 
experience. 
“Su ch inadequ ate recognition of 
service will never hold well trained 
teachers,” declared the commission. 
Discontinu ance of the system of 
licensing teachers 
on 
examination 
was recommended by the commission 
it advising that there be adopted a 
j 
system of 
recognizing 
credentials 
from teacher-training schools. 
The 
examination system encou rages in­ 
tellectu al stagnation, the commission 
said, and also pointed ou t 
that 
it 
failed to hold before the prospective 
teachers any objective standards of 
preparation for the k ind of school 
work they expect to do.
